after-  surrender.  Concerning  Court  Exhllt  1539  in  ^-hlch  Is  men^  n 
tlonod  27  Burmese  as  bo^ng  missing  in  July  of  1945  and  vhlch  is  k 

also  knovn  as  the  IToulme^n  case,  I  state  as  follows;  >3 

After  the  surrender,  around  the  beginning  of  October  1945, 

I  hod  occasion  to  talk  to  Commander  of  Gendarmerie  KPriE  vho  was  J 

on  his  v/ay  from  a  place  about  50  kilometre  southeast  of  r^oulmeln 
to  Rangoon  with  his  subordinates  by  order  of  the  British  Army, 

He  had  stopped  to  rest  at  Thongv.’a . village. 
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The  Headquarters  of  the  Burana  Aren  kv’^y  vjas  then  located  in 
Thonexa  village  aho”t  30  kiloiuetois  to  the  southeast  of 
’’nulmo-in.  In  this  conversation  Coru*nando:*  told  ne  abont 

tho  so-called  HcnirnclT?  incident  for  the  first  ti’ne.  Commander 
KU’'E  told  mo  that  the  Burmese  who  had  beer  kept  Jn  custoday 
at  roulmein  had  been  hardled  by  the  Chief  of  the  detachment 
of  the  Vorlmein  nilitary  police  at  his, the  Chief  of  the 
detachments  ovn  discretion  and  vithovt  orders  from  anyone. 

Later  on  after  the  rorkirg  officers  of  the  Area  Army  in  Burma 
had  been  moved  to  the  FO”’  c.vnr  in  Rangoon  as  prisoners, 
arour.d  the  end  of  October  IS-'?,  I  informed  General  KV’l^k  of 
the  ^toi’ltieln  casst  Genorcjl  KI'^.IBA  told  me  that  that  was  the 
first  time  he  had  hear-d  of  the  case.  ’Military  Headquarters 
of  the  Area  Army  in  Bur  a  had  rot  Issued  orders  nor  received 
any  information  regarding  the  matter  before  the  termination 
of  the  V.'ar. 

T  have  read  all  of  the  court  Exhibits  corcernlng  Atro- 
cites  in  Burma  presented  to  this  trib’^nal.  Reports  concerning 
such  matters  v'0’’ld  have  cone  to  me  and  I  in  turn  would  have 
trarsniwted  then  to  General  KI*'TTqA.  No  reports  concerning  the 
^l^llGgal  acts  raertioned  in  the  exhibits  read  by  me  «’ere  received 
consequently  there  v»as  rone  to  go  to  General  KI’^IBA.
